Some ‘‘very im portant item s— 
things that have been looked forward 
to for a long time,” according to 
County Judge Nathan E. White Jr., 
were passed Monday morning by the 
Collin County Commissioners Court. 
For the first time in its history, the 
county will be audited by an outside 
firm; on-line computer terminals will 
be installed in the tax assessor- 
collector’s office; and, the budgetary 
and accounting system of the county 
will be converted from manual to data 
processing. 
Pressed for by local businesses, 
citizens and even a recent county 
grand jury, the independent audit has 
been the subject of controversey for 
years. Commissioners agreed to 


award the audit contract to Ray 
Harris of Harris. Havens and Co. The 
procedure will cost between $25,000 
and $30,000 
Bailey Dickerson. 
Precinct 
I 
commissioner, cast the only opposing 
vote to the audit, preceding his 
negative vote by saying that he was 
‘‘certainly not against an outside 
audit. I think it is needed, but I will 
vote against this motion.” 
Judge White explained that, even 
though the county has 
its own 
auditor’s office, an outside firm is still 
needed to examine the entire county 
operation. He added that the outside 
audit will enable County Auditor Bill 
Eubanks 
“to devote more time to 
internal auditing duties.” 
Eubanks stated that he “fully en-

dorsed” the independent county audit 
and praised Ray Harris, the man 
chosen to perform the task. 
The tax assessor-collector’s office, 
headed by Helen Lawson, took a 
major step toward modernization 
with the approval of on-line computer 
terminals to handle tax receipts, voter 
registration, vehicle licensing, etc. 
“ This 
(on-line 
term inals) 
is 
probably the most significant step 
anyone in this state has done to update 
the handling of voter registrations, 
tax receipts,’etc.,” claimed Western 
Data Service representative George 
Singleton as he addressed the Com­ 
missioners Court. 
“With an on-line system your file is 
current and updated all the time,” 
Singleton explained. “Having on-line 
terminals is almost like having your 
own computer, only without all the 
problems involved.” 
The county currently handles its 
computer operations on a “batch” 
system , whereby docum ents and 
papers must be physically removed 
from the offices and sent away to be 
processed. Processed information is 
then hand-delivered back 
to the 


More than 30 youngsters lobbied 
Planning and Zoning Commissioners 
Monday night to allow their swim­ 
ming teacher, Margaret Thompson, to 
continue classes in her backyard. 
Three 
neighbors 
protested 
Thompson’s classes because of in­ 
creased traffic, noise and litter, but 
the overwhelming endorsement of her 
teaching methods convinced the 
commission that she should have a 
specific use permit for a day camp. 
Currently there is no provision in 
the zoning ordinance for the teaching 
of private swimming lessons in a 
residential area. Com missioners 
agreed, however, following the close 
of regular business to call a public 
hearing to consider the matter. 
Jim Rice attempted to include 
swimming lessons as a home oc­ 
cupation, but the majority of the 
commission convinced him that there 
should be some method of regulating 
the number of students and reducing 
the nuisance value to neighbors. 
Thompson who said she normally 
has 350 to 400 students during the 
summer was restricted to no more 
than six students per class with a 
minimum of 15 minutes between 
classes. Access from the alley was 
also forbidden. 
In other action, the commission 
recessed a public hearing on the 
rezoning of half an acre on the nor­ 
theast corner of the intersection of 
14th St. and Avenue O from retail to 
light commercial 
Commissioners concurred with a 
staff assessment that to change the 
classification would spot zone the lot. 
They returned to an earlier ap­ 
proach-classifying a heating and air 
conditioning service as retail with a 


specific use permit—and called a 
public hearing to consider the matter. 
During earlier deliberations, the 
commission had decided that a 
specific use permit was not the proper 
method of control. 
Items gaining approval Monday 
were the final plat and revised site 
plan of Parker Place Shopping Center 
on the northwest corner of Alma Dr. 
and Parker Rd., the replat of Dallas 
North Industrial I on Dallas North 
Pkwy., the final plat of Stoneway 
School at the intersection of Alma Dr. 
and Thunderbird Lane and the final 
plat of Town West I on Spring Creek 
Pkwy, between Alma and US 75. 
The commission also asked the staff 
to study the need for a landscape 
ordinance. A works session will be 
called on the subject at a later date.

When the new on-line terminals are 
installed, they will be interfaced to the 
Western Data System computer using 
Southwestern Bell telephone lines. 
Information can be transferred and 
received in an average time of eight 
seconds. 
Two terminals will be installed in 
July and three more will be added in 
September. By April of 1978, some IO 
terminals or more will be located in 
the new courthouse offices. 
Rented on a monthly basis from 
Southwestern Bell, the two initial 
terminals will cost about $592 per 
month; with the addition of the three 
new terminals in September, the cost 
will rise to just $609 per month. Money 
for the project was set aside in this 
fiscal year’s budget.

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Legislation 
perm anently 
establishing 
a 
presidential primary in Texas easily 
passed its first House vote, boosted by 
lawmakers who said the legislature 
was wrong two years ago in passing a 
primary bill tilted to favor the 
presidential ambitions of Sen. Lloyd 
M. Bentsen Jr., D-Tex. 
The bill tentatively approved on 
voice vote Monday makes it easier for 
candidates to have their names placed 
on the Texas primary ballot, and 
assures each candidate who receives 
as much as 12 per cent of the vote of a 
share of the state’s delegates to 
national political conventions. 
One more House vote is required 
before the primary bill is sent to the 
Senate. 
Rep. John Wilson, D-La Grange, 
sponsored an amendment to the bill 
permitting the secretary of state to 
place the names of all nationally 
recognized candidates on the ballot — 
a procedure considerably simpler 
than the 1976 law which required 
petitions from each senatorial district 
for a place on the ballot. 
“ I participated fully in a system 
that did not work, that was unfair, and 
that was slanted in favor of one 
person,” said Wilson, who was an 
unsuccessful candidate for selection 
as 
a 
Bentsen 
delegate 
to 
the 
Democratic national convention in 
1976. “The people of Texas now want a 
system that is fair. 


“ I’ve learned the hard way that 
anything that can backfire in politics 
usually will. If you try to be unfair in 
politics, the people will see through it 
and it will backfire just as it did in the 
Bentsen presidential primary bill.” 
A House committee had recom­ 
mended a provision in the bill per­ 
mitting political parties in Texas to 
adopt winner-take-all provisions 
within senatorial or congressional 


districts such as those used in the 1976 
election. 
But an amendment by Rep. Anthony 
Hall, D-Houston, was approved to 
delete the option and m andate 
proportional division of delegates for 
all political parties conducting 
primaries in Texas.
